J.D.C. Grants 5 Million 
Francs to French Jews

PARIS — The, American Joint 
Distribution Committee announc- 
ed that it had made a grant of 
five million frances to the Jew- 
ish Consistory of France to help 
rebuild the religious and com- 
munal institutions of the Jews in 
this country. 

This grant will be used for 
re-opening synagogues and ele- 
mentary schools of Jewish edu- 
cation as well as for the train- 
ing of rabbis and _ furnishing 
them to communities now de- 
prived of spiritual leaders. At 
the present time, there are no 
Jewish schools functioning in 
France and the Consistory will 
have to arrange for their re- 
opening and for the training of 
teachers. 

Total damage to Jewish relig- 
ious and communal institutions 
in France as a result of the 
war and the Nazi occupation is 
estimated at about fifty million 
francs.

ARTH AND HIGH HEAVEN 

is a currently popular novel 
about the age old problem of in- 
termarriag e.The Drakes of Mon- 


treal, aristocratic and wealthy 
blue bloods are outraged when 
their daughter 
Erica falls in 
love with, and 


proposes to 
marry a Jewish 
lawyer, Mare 
Reiser. While ap- 
preciating the 
shock and grief 
of the father and 
to a lesser ex- 
tent of the moth- 
er which is pre- 
sented most persuasively and 
with deepest sympathy. That mar- 
riage is a private affair and par- 
ents should not interfere, espec- 
ially when the young lady is 
mature and old enough to know 
her own mind, is the basic theme 
of the novel. 

The deep issues of intermar- 
riage are completely ignored. 
Marc is a Jew in name only and 
since “he does not take his re- 
ligion seriously” no logical rea- 
son can exist why he should not 
marry the Gentile girl he loves. 
This is quite a superficial observa- 
tion since even a Jew without re- 
ligion is definitely different from 
the non-Jew. Though the Jew- 
ish religion does constitute the 
most distinguishing characteristic 
of the Jew, yet, there is more to 
any Jew even to the most ‘“eman- 
cipated” than mere religion. Juda- 
ism is a tradition or, as Dr. M. 
Kaplan defines it, a “civilization.” 
And, Mr. Drake too, despite the 
author’s failure to recognize it, 
represents a distinct pattern of 
living with unique standards and 
culture and outlook, even though 
he is a Christian in name only. To 
break completely with either 
tradition is almost an impossi- 
bility. And, in those rare instances 
where it is achieved the price in 
mental torture and agony of 
spirit is exceedingly high—high 
enough to offset even the richest

_ joys marriage may provide. 


Being a Christian, the author is 
best qualified to describe the atti- 
tudes of respectable Christians to- 
wards marriage with a Jew. No- 
where however does she depict 
or consider the pain and grief 
which the immigrant parents of 
Marc must experience at the 
prospect of their son wedded to 
a Gentile girl. The impression 
that these simple Jews are more 
or less indifferent about the mat- 
ter is quite erroneous. Even the 
most assimilated of Jews, even 
those who have no attachment to 
Judaism whatever dread and bit- 
terly oppose union with a non- 
Jew and view it as a major trag 


edy. The story would have ac- 
quired a more dramatic quality 
and a deeper measure of sincerity 
had the agony of Reiser’s father 
and mother been portrayed with 
a fidelity even remotely approach- 
ing that with which the emotions 
of the Drakes are analyzed. For 
no matter how difficult it would 
be for Marc to adjust himself to 
the Drake world, Erica, or any 
Christian maiden, could never ad- 
just herself to the world of the 
parents of Marc Reiser. 

Though marriage strictly 
speaking is a private affair be- 
tween two persons, it is never 
just this, and is always much 
more. Two families are involved 

not only individuals, and the 
traditions of the families, the re- 
ligious, social and cultural back- 
ground—always influences, often 
obviously and at times in subtle 
ways, the happiness of the two 
persons. Neither logic nor reason 
rules in this area of human life, 
but a set of circumstances sub- 
jective as well as objective, over 
which the individual has at best 
only a limited control. To ignore, 
or to rebel against, them is like 
ignoring or rebelling against the 
Niagara Falls. Failure to grasp 
this basic fact is one of the major 
defects of the story. 

Among the pages of the volume 
one meets occasionally a penetrat- 
ing observation. The rising tide of 
anti-Semitism sweeping the world 
gives a measure of validity to the 
distressing comment “After all, 
we Canadians do not really dis- 
agree fundamentally with the 
Nazis about the Jews, we just 
think they go a bit too far.” De- 
Spite professional “good-willers” 
never has our own country been 
more acutely conscious of the 
Jew than it is today, not only con- 
scious but suspicious and un- 
friendly. The criminal indifference 
of the entire world to the cruel 
murder of about five million Euro- 
pean Jews should open the eyes 
of the most optimistic. 

The “best compliment which 
the average Gentile can pay a 
Jew, apparentiy, is to say that he 
doesn’t look like one or behave 
like one” is also a disturbing but 
alas quite correct observation. 
Anti-Semitism has triumphed so 
extensively that even Jews apply 
to themselves the false standards 
of measurements which their foes 
devise. Just as many a colored 
person prides himself secretly 
on his “Whiteness,” so do Jews 
derive a peculiar satisfaction in 
believing that they do not look 
or behave like Jews, as if Jewish 
looks and Jewish behavior were 
inferior to Gentile looks and be- 
havior and should be apologized 
for. 

“Barth and High MHeaven” 
makes no contribution to the 
problem of intermarriage. It is 
however a readable story, which 
accounts for its popularity. 


SAMARKAND CONVERTED INTO TEXTILE 


CENTER BY LODZ JEWS; PLAN TO REMAIN

SAMARKAND, Uzbekistan 
Jews evacuated from Poland into 
Central Asia in the early months 
of the war have converted this 
ancient and colorful city into a 
textile manufacturing center 
which can be compared to the 
Balue section of Lodz which was 
populated before the war by thou- 
sands of Jewish weavers. 

Many of these Jews are profes- 
sional weavers from Lodz and 
Bialystok, while others pursued 
different occupations before the 
war, or had no skills a‘ all. To- 
day they are working in coopera- 
tive textile factories and, accord- 
Yng to available information, are 


ie a 


producing an average of 40,000 
yards of fabrics daily. Some of 
these weavers have won awards 
as the best textile workers in the 
area. 

All of the Jewish weavers were 
happy to hear that their native 
cities in-Poland have been liber- 
ated, but none of them are plan- 
ning to return to their former 
homes. They have settled in 
Samarkand for good. In some of 
the cooperative factories the Jews 
are training Uzbeks as weavers 
and are taking them in as full- 
fledged members of the coopera- 
tive, thus creating friendly rela- 
tions with the local population. 


Committee Calls 
National Groups 
To Informal Meei

NEW YORK~—A call for an in- 


formal conference to consider 
the formulation of a_ unified 
Jewish post-war program was 
made by the American Jewish 
Committee in invitations extend- 
ed this week to the Agudas Is- 
rael of America, the American 
Jewish Conference, the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress, and the 
Jewish Labor Committee. 

In identical letters Judge Jo- 
seph M. Proskauer, president of 
the American Jewish Committee 
asked the four other organiza. 
tions to collaborate in espousing 
“under the general provisions of 
the Dumbarton Oaks proposals, 
three Commissions: (1) a Com- 
mission on the Protection of 
Human Rights; (2) a Commis- 
sion on Migration; and (3) a 
Commission on Statelessness.” 

Pointing out that these three 
Commissions were recommended 
by the American Jewish Com- 
mittee’s “Committee on Peace 
Problems,” Judge Proskauer 
wrote: “I think these projects 
will no doubt enlist the support 
of all shades of Jewish opinion 
and that they are of vital im- 
portance to the protection of 
European Jewry. It is not my 
idea that this conference would 
act in any formal or definitive 
manner, but that it would mere- 
ly lay the basis for action by 
all organizations, if they are so 
advised, for a common effort to 
achieve these results.”

HERE is indeed good rea- 

son to believe that the 
American Jewish Committee 
might have gone much further 
om the road to closer under- 
sanding with the Z. O. A., with 
Ms revised resolution on Pales- 
tine, if certain conciliatory ele- 
Ments within the membership 
had won out in an _ individual 
but fierce struggle within the 
Committee which went on just 
prior to the annual meeting of 
Feb. 4. The moderates which, it 
is understood, included the pres- 
ident himself, would have in- 
eluded in the Palestine resolu- 
tion—for free immigration and 
for safeguards for the Jewish 
settlement, economic  develop- 
ments, etc.—the idea of “the es- 
tablishment of a_ self-governing 
eOmmonwealth on the ae 
Ments of a Jewish majority” i 
the land. This would have Ao 
ed the door for the Committee’s 
return to the American Jewish 
Conference. But the extreme 
antis, headed by Jacob Blau- 
stein, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, stuck stubbornly 
to their original position, and 
the fine gesture of harmony 
died in the making. As adopted 
that part of the resolution 
reads: “To prepare the country

NOTHER unexpected _inci- 

dent that developed at the 
annual meeting of the Commit- 
tee was the declaration of Dav- 
id Sher, chairman of the new 
New York chapter of the Com- 
mittee, who, in his anxiety to 
show that the doors of the or- 
ganization are open to every one, 
said that “even readers of the 
Daily Worker are welcome in 
our ranks.” This part of the 
attempt to democratize the Com- 
mittee proved to be very much 
of a faux-pas with almost dis- 
astrous results, for it seriously 
antagonized a group—friendly 
to the Committee—the Jewish 
Labor Committee, which is so 
emphatically anti-Communist 
that only recently it withdrew 
from the American Jewish Con- 
ference because the Conference 
at it second session in Pitts- 
burgh last December decided to 
admit to membership the Jew- 
ish Fraternal Order which is 
quite generally known as a 
Communist front organization.

HAT is not generally 
known is that the man 


who was most responsible for 
the admission of this order in 
the Conference was Dr. Nahum 
Goldman, member of the Jew- 
ish Agency for Palestine and 
one of the heads of the Jewish 
World Congress, who has been 
sojourning in this country since 
the beginning of the war. It 
was part of Dr. Goldman’s pol- 
icy of conciliating Soviet Rus- 
sia and of winning it over to 


the Zionist ideal, to persuade 
the delegates of the Zionist Or- 
ganization and the American 
Jewish Congress to vote for the 
admission of the Jewish Fra- 
ternal Order into the Confer- 
ence. 
* * * 

URIOUSLY enough Dr, Gold- 

man’s name is now again 
brought up in a_ conspicuous 
manner in connection with the 
decision of the United Palestine 
Appeal to withdraw from the 
United Jewish Appeal. Jewish 
communal workers in New York 
who appear to be in the inner 
circles say that Dr. Goldman 
has been for some time in favor 
of separate appeals for Pales- 
tine and they point to the fact 
that at the Palestine Confer- 
ence in the Hotel Biltmore, New 


York, of Jan. 29, he very 
strongly attacked the general 
Jewish relief organizations, 


meaning the J.D.C. This was on 
the eve of the action of the 
United Palestine Appeal _ in 
which the European leader as 
member of the Agency has a de- 
termining influence. Of course, 
Meyer W. Weisgal is the repre- 
sentative here of Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann. But Dr. Goldman is 
also a representative having the 
stronger standing in the situa- 
tion as a member of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine.

ETHER or not one ac- 
cepts the belief that Israel 
is a chosen people, it remains in- 
disputable that Israel is a unique 
people with history and destiny of 
its own. For what other people in 
the annals of man has succeeded 
in maintaining itself as a distinct 
entity while living in the midst 
of strange and hostile folk under 
the most unpropitious circum- 
stances? What other people has 
been able to carry on an un- 
broken tradition for thousands of 
years, a tradition which is as vital 
and significant today as in the 
day it was born? 

It is wrong to say that in the 
Diaspora Israel’s history has been 
made for it by others. The Jew 
was not merely a passive specta- 
tor of the historical scene nor 
merely its victim. The Jew was 
an active participant in the drama, 
and the part he played the most 
heroic part. 

Israel fought and it created. 
No period of Jewish history is 
devoid of productive spiritual en- 
deavor. 

In spite of suffering unparallel- 
ed in the history of any other 
people, Israel remained proud and 
steadfast, and humane. It never 
really learned to hate or to find 
delight in thoughts of vengeance. 
Its rare regard and love for its 
Law, unexampled_ elsewhere, 
made it impossible for Israel to 
degenerate either physically or 
morally. 

No philosophy of Juadism has 
a right to ignore this fundamental 
fact of history—the marvelous 
preservation of the Jewish peo- 
ple and its inexhaustible creative 
powers. This fact is the mys- 
terium tremens of the Jewish re- 
ligion. The one who contemplates 
the mystery must remain speech- 
less in the fact of its ineffable sub- 
limity.

What are the latest portents blown in to Jewry on the al- 
most-Spring air? They are various and they are fairly con- 
clusive. Let us examine some of the recent news—and try to 
analyze it into shape. 

First of all, the Crimean Communique. The historic state- 
ment released by the Big Three contains no mention of Palestine, 
the destiny of world Jewry or the fate of Nazi criminals. None 
of the things, in short, that we had hoped, none too optimistically, 
would be settled at the now-famous Black Sea Port. 

as » * 

Secondly, there is the Pan-Arab Cairo Conference. It is 
like a subtle overtone of Yalta, and its chords will be heard 
clearly and significantly throughout the world. The Cairo Con- 
ference is the sequel to the Alexandria Conference of last Oc- 
tober—with one major difference. Desert Monarch Ibn Saud 
is in the game this time. And the fierce old guardian of Mecca 
and Medira may be the one to dictate the final drafts of an 
Arab League, may take a harid in controlling the League once 
it has shaped up. 

King Farouk took a trip last month. He went down to 
Yenbo Bay and visited King Ibn Saud of Saudi Arabi. Now 
Ibn Saud, or at least, his personal secretary is expected in 
Cairo. And the Conference, which opened on February 14, will 
get underway and down to business. The business of this Con- 
ference is of nearly as much concern to Zionists as was the 
business of the Yalta parley. For here will be shaped, to a cer- 
tain extent, the future of Palestine, and here, too, the measure 
of the confict ahead will be decided. 

Whatever statutes of a future Arab League will be signed 
by the Foreign Ministers of the seven Arab states, now meeting 
in Egypt's capital, it is certain that the Palestine problem will 
rank high on the agenda. There will be also, this time, the issue 
of the independence of Syria and Lebanon and the question of 
the continuance of French influence and arms there on. the 
dubious strength of a League of Nations Mandate. These mat- 
ters most vitally concern Palestine too. For if, as it would ap- 
pear almost certain, the Ministers decide, in the name of an 
Arab League, to defy France—the one important political pre- 
eedent will be furnished the Near East. And Palestine is the 
crossroads of the Near East—a turbulent, critical crossroads. 

The British are backing an Arab Conference. It would not 
have gathered without a certain assurance of British support, 
Russia, too, has begun to take an intesest in what happens in 
the Near East. Russia has established Soviet Legations through- 
out the Moslems lands of this area, and Russian propaganda is 
active there. France will be watching the outcome of the Con- 
ference with deep interest. General de Gaulle will not give up 
the French Empire and its listening posts with readiness, and 
high-ranking General Catroux is an official observer at the 
Cairo meeting. 

* * ° 

And America? Well. American vested interests in the Near 
East have been receiving considerable publicity lately. Already 
the largest single American development in the Middle East 
has been established in Saudi Arabia by the Arabian-American 
Oil Company, and American airfields and missions are spring- 
ing up with rapidity from the shores of the Red Sea to the 
Jordan. And, somehow or other, the Palestine question forms 
the background of all this. Does the picture seem a little clearer 
now? I thought not! The whole, huge, complex network of 
European intrigue in the Near East may be unveiled at these 
talks—and the future of Zionist aspirations in Palestine consider- 
ably <nd unpleasantly clarified. But wait a moment! A New 
York Times report, written from Jerusalem Feb. 8, by Julius 
Meltzer states: “Arab leaders now realize that they must make 
some concessions, not only to the local Jewish position, but also 
to the interest of Jews throughout the world.” What conces- 
sions can these be? 

They can be the decisive bid of the Arab States of the 
Middle and Near East to provide England and America with 
an excuse to forget about Jewish aspirations in the Jew- 
ish National Home. These concessions, if the austere New York 
Times does not err, may provide that haven in Palestine be 
granted a few thousand Jews, that these now living there may 
continue to live there, that Palestine be considered an Arab 
State with a large Jewish minority. And these are the sort of 
statements that Britain would like the Arabs to make. Then, 
with a clear conscience, she can offer Partition of Palestine to 
the Arabs, and this time they may accept. 

Concessions like these spell doom to a Jewish Common- 
wealth, and in between the lines of dispatches from Cairo during 
the next week or two, we may read the first installments of a 
new Middle Eastern Munich. Anyhow, that is roughly, what 
seems to be the order of the day at the Conference. 

* * * 

There is one other newspaper report that fits into the story 
of the Two Conferences and the One Foreboding. The statement 
by the head of the Immigration Department of the Jewish 
Agency in Palestine two weeks ago that 1,200,000 Jews sur- 
vived of the 6,000,009 under German rule during the war. This 
statement was reported by the same Mr. Julius Meltzer of the 
New York Times. It is odd that no one seems to have noticed the 
discrepancy between any talk of politic minor concessions to 
Jews in Palestine and this horrible, unforgetable summing-up. 

You have heard of Cinderella and her sisters. Her sisters 
took all she had and made her kneel before them and sweep 
ashes from the grate. If, in the face of the fact that it has now 
been officially announced that the remnante of European Jewry 
wish to go to Palestine as soon as they can escape, if, in 
this face of this, the seven Arabs states still can proceed calmly 
to make it a little easier for Britain to keep the doors of Pal- 
estine closed, all we can do is pray that a Fairy Godmother

Combatting the Black Market in Italy 


E take it that the Black Market in Italy is a matter of 
common knowledge at this point, so we’ll be betraying no 
confidence if we tell you about the current activities of Pfe. 
Nathan Schiff, a Bronx, N. Y., man, as a soldier lawyer in Italy, 
Schiff was a practicing lawyer in New York City for li 
years. Today he frequently shows up as judge at hearings in the 
The Black Market, he has decided, is a pretty grim busi- 
Mediterranean Theater’s Black Market Control Division. 
ness for the people of Italy, but it has its humorous side. 

“Mostly,” Schiff says of his present work, “It’s just trying 
to convince the Italians that goods on the Black Market have to 
be taken from the legitimate market. They think the Black 
Market is a good thing because they can get things there that 
stick makers are all in this illegitimate market here and they're 
are unobtainable in free trade. Butchers, bakers and candle 
the ones we have to control.” 

What Italian merchants dislike most is the stigma of “Off 
Limit” signs. These signs were printed in English, French, 
Polish and Italian in an attempt to encourage fair trade among 
the Italian merchants. 

Schiff himself was nearly fleeced at a shop named “Eva's” 
one time, but he proved too fast for the proprietor. 

“We had seen,” Schiff recounted, “that she was charging 
$9 for jewelry of questionable quality. When we got to the place, 
we asked the price and she said, ‘Yesterday it was $9; today 
—$5.’” 

“I asked her why she had lowered prices. 

“ ‘Aha,’ she answered, ‘I see you peep in my window last 
night. I see that little gray car stop, and I know you. Everybody 
knows you. None of your dreadful signs on my window.’” 

Schiff says that “several million dollars” which might have 
gone to the Italian Black Market have stayed in the pocket of 
G.I.’s as the result of steps taken by the Black Market Control 
Division. He believes that the Italian people will benefit greatly 
from these reforms. When the fair trade instructions were first 
issued, all but 105 Rome store owners immediately complied. 
And two weeks after the “Off Limits” drive was inaugurated, 
104 of the 105 signs were ready to be taken down.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.— Swift 
and effective action taken by the 
Philadelphia Jewish Community 
Relations Council resulted in the 
arrest of a gang of hoodlums and 
their three ringleaders after van- 
dalism at the Kensington Syna- 
gogue and Community Center 
here. 

The Council, working with the 
Crime Prevention Bureau of the 
Police Department( investigated 
the damage and theft of syna- 
gogue property at the Center on 
Jan. 23. Rabbi David Passow had 
reported to the Council that van- 
dals had broken into the Hebrew 
school at night and caused dam-

Scribble “Heil Hitler,” “Jew” 

Fixtures were torn from the 
walls, leather seats were slashed 
to ribbons in the schoolroom and 
rabbinical study, and books were 
torn to shreds. On the desks and 
door and on the filing cabinets 
the words “Heil Hitler” and “Jew” 
were scrawled in chalk. 

Capt. Thomas J. Gibbons, head 
of the Crime Prevention Bureau, 
announced last week that the 
three ringleaders were held after 
a preliminary hearing and that 
the entire gang had been appre- 
hended. The gang is suspected of 
having other outrages of a sim- 
ilar nature. 

All Have Police Records 

It was revealed that the three 
ringleaders, aged 14, 15, and 16, 
all have police records and all 
were on probation. The two older 
boys admitted that last year they 
beat up two young Jewish boys 
—aged 8 and 12—with a rubber 
hose at Tacony Rd. and Roose- 
velt Blvd., an isolated area. 

The 15-year old was charged 
with the theft of a typewriter 
from the synagogue. The type- 
writer was recovered after the 
boy sold it to a neighbor for $25. 
The 16-year old was arrested for 
highway robbery last year, the 
15-year old for burglary on Nov. 


1, the youngest of the three was 
arrested for assault and battery 
involving the two Jewish boys, 
after a previous arrest for high- 
way robbery. 

Closer cooperation between the 
Board of Jewish Ministers and 
the Jewish Community Relations 
Council in the future was an- 
nounced by Abraham L. Freed- 
man, president of the JCRC.

Jewish Boy Slashed 
Across Throat 
In New York Attack

NEW YORK—Philip Klein, a 
nine-year-old Jewish boy, narrow- 
ly escaped death here when he 
was slashed across the throat by 
a group of young Negro ruffians 
at Bronx Park. 

Philip, who lives at 828 East 
178th street, is so enamoured of 
his school and teacher that he is 
reluctant to be idle even on holi- 
days and vacations. Last Thurs- 
day, Washington Day, Philip and 
a group of his schoolmates went 
to the Botanical Gardens in Bronx 
Park “to study plants and flow- 
ers.” As the children were com- 
paring their “finds” they were ap- 
proached by a group of Negro 
boys between the ages of 15 and 
18. One of the ruffians approached 
Philip and asked whether he was 
a Jew. Without hesitation, the 
child proudly said that he was. 
The “next thing I knew,” said 
Philip, “a bunch of the fellows 
jumped on me, threw me down 
and cut my throat with a: knife.” 








The Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, as part of its program 
of rehabilitation, has just sent 
25,000 Passover packages to 
Italy, and 25,000 pairs of men’s, 
women’s and children’s shoes 
to Paris for distribution to 
French Jews.

the most inspiring impressions 
that motherly piety and sanctity 
leave upon the child mind and 
heart. 

The ceremony is of a_ very 
ancient origin. The earliest teach- 
ers of the Talmud speak of it 
as a general and well established 
custom. As to its meaning, light 
is a Symbol of joy and cheer, and 
therefore a most befitting thing 
to welcome the Sabbath with. 
Light is also the symbol of the 
soul, and the Sabbath Candles ex- 
hort us in flaming speech to dedi- 
cate the day of rest to the cultiva- 
tion of the soul-life of man. 

Why Two Candles 

As to the number of the candles, 
the general custom was to light 
two. The twin lights stand for the 
double joy of life with which the 
Sabbath fills the heart of Israel. 
It is indicative of the double wel- 
come with which we greet the 
Queen of Sabbath. It is also a 
symbol of the two lives which 
man shares, this world and the 
future bliss. In some homes, how- 
ever, a candle was lit for each 
child, a custom which brought 
home on the Sabbath Eve, in vivid 
memory, the children who had 


flown from the nest of the pa- 
ternal roof, aye, even those whose 
souls took wings to the Heavenly 
Abode. It is this sentiment that 
inspired Grace Aguilar to indite 
the stanza. 


“Shine Sabbath Lamp, and may 
thy waves of light 

Bring near the absent dear ones, 
far away; 

Show us our loved ones in our 
dream to-night, 

Our dead who rest in Heaven’s 
bright Sabbath Day!” 


But what lends this ceremony 
chief significance and what clothes 
it with beauty and poetry is the 
performer, the mother, wife and 
queen of the Jewish home. She 
who was commissioned by the 
Lord to kindle the torch of life 
in this world, has also been chosen 
to illumine the home with divine 
light. She who makes of the Jew- 
ish home a heaven and a haven 
of rest, has befittingly been 
chosen to welcome the Day of 
Rest.

HEBREW EDUCATION USES 
BASER THREATS FOR GOAL

UR ancient ancestors were of 

a more poetic bent of mind 

than we are. They “poetized,” so 
to say, human emotions. 

They believed that deep in our 
hearts there are imbedded two 
angels, one absolutely bad, per- 
fectly bad, as perfect as angels 
can be. The other angel is ab- 
solutely good. The good angel 
was called the “Yetzer Hatov”; 
the bad one, “Yetzer Horo”; the 
angel of good cravings and the 
angel of bad cravings. 

These two heavenly dwellers 
enter our hearts while we are 
very young and stay there until 
the last day of our lives. These 
two cravings or angels keep on 
battling continually for su- 
premacy in the realm of our 
hearts. Poor hearts are the battle- 
fields for two desparate enemies. 

Both of them, the bad as well 
as the good, were considered 
necessary for human happiness. 
The Talmud tells: “Once the rab- 
bis captured the “Yetzer Horo,” 
chained him and kept him impris- 


oned for three days in succession. 
They were obliged, however, to 
release him, for life came to a 
standstill. Even the hens ceased 
laying their eggs.” 

I imagine everybody became 
very virtuous but very unhappy. 
Human happiness apparently has 
some moral value even to the 
most ascetic and spiritual men. 
Even the rabbis of the Talmud 
days, the most rigidly pious men, 
freed the “Yetzer Horo” for the 
sake of human bliss. 

This may seem to be an epi- 
curean idea, but it is not. It is 
merely a compromise with reality.

Lipskyism Under a New Name 


NE would suppose that after the American Zionist Emer- 
gency Council, and the Administrative Council of the 


Z.O.A., had come to a decision, 


by an overwhelming majority, 


in the matter of the petty personality fight centering around 
Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, that the vociferous minority would 
accept the decision and join hands with their fellow Zionists 
in prosecuting the important tasks which lie ahead. Instead, 
they have elected to igore that decision and to embark on a 
campaign of ridicule, belittlement an dname-calling against 
the Zionist leadership in this country. 

This is the sort of a systematic campaign which one might 
with no surprise expect from anti-Zionists, and indeed, Lessing 
Rosenwald and Rabbi Wolsey are doubtless licking their chops 
at the deadly blows being dealt to Zionist prestige by these 
men who seem to value partisanship and personalities above 


the cause itself. 


The Yiddish press thumpingly leads the way in the bitter 
campaign of abuse against the Zionist Organization of America. 
The “opposition,” Lipsky, a handful of New York Zionists, the 
Yiddish press, are not unfamiliar to followers of the American 
Zionist scene. For twenty years this self-same group admin- 
istered the affairs of the Z.O.A., and led the organization into 
a colossal debt of about a quarter of a million dollars, and 
down to a total national membership of less than 10,000! 

Lest it be thought that there were great political achieve- 
ments to offset this administrative record, it must be recalled 
that those were likewise the times which saw the amputation 
of Transjordania from Palestine proper, and later witnessed the 
Shaw Commission, the Simpson Report, the notorious Passfield 


White Paper. 


It was not until 1940 that the rank and file of American 
Zionists succeeded in ending an oligarchic rule of one Zionist 
clique, and in freeing the Zionist organization to enter its pres- 
ent period of productivity. Under the new and democratic ad- 
ministrations of the past five years, the Z.O.A. has attained a 


membership which may shortly 


reach 150,000. It has embarked 


upon a nation-wide educational campaign, by far eclipsing any- 
thing that the movement has ever done. The series of radio 


programs, “Palestine Speaks,” 


starring luminaries of stage 


and screen, has brought the message of the movement to mil- 
lions. Its book department has published and distributed count- 
less pieces of literature, bringing Zionism into the very fore 
front of public attention. Its war bond campaign has given the 
Z.0.A. a priceless and well-deserved reputation. Whereas Zion- 
ist leaders for years merely mouthed platitudes about youth 
work, the past five years have seen the establishment of a 
functioning youth commission, and the foundation of a Brandeis 


Youth Institute. 


The Z.O.A. record of achievement is amazing and brilliant. 
If all this activity and educational effort was not accompanied 


by political successes, the fault

modesty, and the equality of men, 
and on the other hand we use 
methods which are the opposite of 
what we want to attain. We are 
compromising with reality. 

The entire system of organized 
education is based on report cards, 
honors, prizes, diplomas, cum 
laude, magna cum laude, etc. 
These methods are predicated up- 
on the theory that there is a deep 
urge in human nature to be im- 
portant. And in order to make 
this urge a strong, potent force, 
we coax and nurture it. We fi- 
nally succeed in our efforts. John 
Doe becomes very proficient in his 
Latin or Greek. John Doe’s ego 
has been inflated. He may be a 
scholar, but a selfish and conceit- 
ed man. Has education attained 
its ultimate goal? Maybe there 
is a superior purpose in education 
which transcends all moral and 
ethical consideration? 

Organized Jewish education has 
adopted the entire public school 
system paraphernalia. We in Jew- 
ish education, too, have tried to 
appeal to certain human emotions 
which we dislike and condemn in 
others. Well, in Jewish educa- 
tion, too, there is a superior pur- 
pose—the preservation of the 
Jewish people. The preservation 
of a nation is a purpose noble 
enough to transcend all moral and 
ethical considerations. We com- 
promise with reality. 

The “Yetzer Horo” is hitched 
up alongside the “Yetzer Hatov® 
to pull the wagon of Jewish edu- 
cation. That is, perhaps, the rea- 
son why the Almighty has cre- 
ated the “Yetzer Horo”’—to use 
him as an incentive to do good. 

There are four elemental hu- 
man emotions which are utilized 
by teachers and parents. They 
are four trump cards in their 
hands. If they are played well, 
success may be assured. Let us 
designate each card by a number: 

Card 1—The deep urge to be 
important. ; 

Card 2—The craving to be ap- 
preciated. 

Card 3—The joy of achieve- 
ment. 

Card 4—The joy of creating. 

Let us take each card and see 
how it can be used in education. 
Card 1, which is mostly utilized by 
schools, cannot be turned into an 
active and potent force unless 
there is an environment which 
sets high values to the child’s 
attainments, thus making the 
child feel important. The teacher 
and the parents, however, can con- 
tribute considerably towards in- 
tensifying this feeling. 

Card 2, the craving to be ap- 
preciated, is less dependent upon 
the environment that card I. It 
could be easily fostered by the 
teacher and the parents. The 
teacher, however, must be held in 
great esteem by the community- 
at-large and particularly by the 
child’s parents. For the attitude 
of the parents is the attitude of 
the child towards his_ teacher. 
Therefore, in order to make the 
appreciation of the teacher serve 
as an incentive for the child, the 
latter should honor and respect 
the former. Only then is a teach- 
er’s appreciation of value. We 
like to be appreciated by people 
whom we love and honor. 

As to the third card, the joy of 
attainment, it is still less depend- 
ent upon environment than the 
first or second. The child very 
often experiences a refined thrill 
by acquiring knowledge of a new 
word, a new thought, or a new 
fact. But of course, this feeling 
is much deepened by the apprecia- 
tion of the environment for the 
child’s attainment. The more ap- 
preciation the parents and the 
teacher display for the child’s at- 
tainment, the happier the child 
will be, and the more ambitious 
he will become to acquire further 
knowledge. 

Card 4, the joy of creating, can 
be turned into the greatest incen- 
tive by creative teachers. The ex- 
perienced and capable teacher

HE Christian Century, with 


an established reputation for

Headline writers for Anglo- | 
Jewish papers, and most daily % 
papers too, have been trying for 


years now to coin a shorter word 
to replace “Palestine”. The prob- 
lem of headline writers is ag- 
gravated no end by this inability 
to find an acceptable substitute. 
The latest try is by The New 
Palestine which uses only the 
word, “Eretz”; but as far as I’m 
concerned it’s no better than the 
“Zion” which some Anglo-Jewish 
papers use. Other than Palestine, 
Holy Land can be and has been 
used, but there is no saving in let- 
ters, because they both take about 
the same amount of space.. How 
about it readers, do you have any 
suggestions? 
* * * 

Some months back, I picked up 
an item from the monthly report 
of the Anti-Defmation League 
telling of the printing of 25,000,- 
000 match books with messages 
of tolerance and good will. A cer- 
tain Irving Haim was doing this 
on his own to build mutual un- 
derstanding. The item called 
forth a letter from Rabbi Ben- 
jamin Schultz, who told about Mr. 
Haim, a member of his con- 
gregation and explained in more 
detail what was being done. Now 
the news of Mr. Haim’s act has 
gotten around to PM and their re- 
porter had a lengthy writeup 
about him in their issue of last 
Wednesday, which is interesting 
enough to reprint, for many rea- 
sons, one of which is that we've 
followed the developments in the 
project from the start: 

Accustomed, as we are, to ads 
for razor blades on match books, 
we.were a little startled to see a 
picture of a cross on the folder as 
we started to light a cigarette the 
other day. There were several 
crosses in a field, in fact, and a sol- 
dier’s helmet. Under them were 
the words Smith? Kelly? Cohen? 
Svoboda? 

On the other sire were two sen- 
tences: 

We followed the neatly lettered 
instructions to “look inside” and 
discovered that the International 
Distributors, Inc., 5 E. 52d St., had 
sponsored the folder and that an 
essay contest on Unity for All 
Americans would be announced 
soon. 

Irving Haim, president of the 
International Distributors, Inc., a 
liquor distributing firm, beamed 
delightedly when we turned up at 
his office the next afternoon to 
ask about the matches. 

There was an almost boyish self- 
consciousness in the way he ad- 
mitted they’d been his idea. He 
was soon way ahead of us discuss- 
ing the ten $1,000 college scholar- 
ships he intends to award to high 
school students for essays on ra- 
cial tolerance. 

It seems the whole thing started 
about five months ago when the 
Institute for American Democracy 
asked Haim to sponsor a “Be 
American” billboard. 

“IT thought it over,” Haim said, 
“and decided a billboard wouldn’t 
do the job. Billboards give only a 
fleeting impression. I wanted 
something people could look at at 
their leisure—closely and often. 

I though of match book right 
away. We spend a lot of money on 
advertising. And I know that 
match books are the best form for 
advertising general products, let 
alone something like this.” 

“I called in the match people 
and’ we designed six covers. I 
pulled a few lines out of a lot of 
literature the American Institute 
sent me,” he said. “You can’t say 
much on a match cover. But then 
I wanted to get a good punchy 
story.” 

Haim ordered 50,000,000 folders 
for a starter. They are distributed 
through regular wholesale chan- 
nels, like any commercially-spon- 
sored match book. The first ones

“We're concentrating on Wash- 
ington and New York now,” he 
said. “I understand our matches 
are the only ones available in the 
Pentagon Bldg. And the funny 
part of it is, the wholesalers say 
cigarette dealers are insisting on 
our matches as against those with 
general advertising. 

Haim is having new drawings 
made for the next batch of 
matches.They will have industrial 
and historical themes. (The pres- 
ent set emphasizes the war.) He 
doesn’t now how many he will 
distribute. 

“I’m going slowly on this,” he 
explained. “It isn’t anything that 
has to be done tomorrow. It has to 
be done from now on. What I do 
depends on what effect the 
matches have. I.don’t want to 
throw my money away. I think 
that by accident I have gotten on- 
to something that will do some 
good. I’m letting the wind blow 
me.” 

The response to the matches so 
far has been “amazing,” Haim 
says. He has received dozens of 
letters—from members of the 
United Matchonian Club to a lady 
in Norwich, Conn., who wrote: 

“When we are in pain we think 
not of creed 

For friendship is the most that 
we need.” 

Several firms have asked to 
come in on the plan. Haim is go- 
ing to Chicago to see one of them. 

A corpulent, bald-headed busi- 
ness man who was born and raised 
in Philadelphia and has lived in 
Brooklyn for the past 20 years, 
Haim says he has “never gone in 
for anything like this” before. 

“Here,” he said, holding out a 
folded newspaper clipping. “This 
is one reason why I’m interested 
in wiping out race prejudice,’ 

The clipping was about his two 
nephews, Lt. Stanley Haim and 
Lt. Morton E. Haim—both killed 
in action.

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Good-Will Meetings 
Called Shadow Boxing

N the same day that San 
O Francisco papers reported 
the dramatic rescue, by a daring 
raiding party, of the surviving 
heroes of Bataan, it carried the 
acconuts of sharp practice 
committed at home by citi- 
zens bearing Jewish naes. A 
staff writer for the Scripps-How- 
ard papers, covered the hearings 
before a War Investigation Com- 
mittee, wrote, “A major scandal is 
about to break in the matter of 
surplus property disposal.” John 
Van Ginhoven, a government em- 
ployee, testified that Jacob Gold- 
berg, president of a defense plant 
corporation, offered him what 
amounted to a bribe of 18 to 20 
thousand dollars a year, if he 
would give his company “a good 
report.” The sport page of the 
paper carried a signed article cov- 
ering the trial of two gamblers, 
Harvey Stemmer and Henry Rose, 
who were indicted for bribing five 
Brooklyn College basketball play- 
ers, Captain Bob Leder, Buddy 
Barnett, Larry Pearlstein, Stanley 
Simon and Jerry Green, to throw 
a game they were scheduled to 
play at Boston. According to the 
testimony before Judge Samuel 
Leibowitz, the five players had re- 
ceived a bribe of $1,000 in cash on 
account of a promised $3,000 for 
“fixing” the game. 

The nefarious conduct of Jew- 
ish men in business and sports 
is no less reprehensible and 
damnable in that others who are 
not of Jewish birth or faith are 
frequently equally guilty of such 
misconduct. My shame and cha- 
grin was in no way mitigated, 
when on the next day I read of 
sentence passed by a military 
court in France upon those en- 
gaged in black marketing on the 
European front, and the names 
listed were all Anglo-Saxon and 
Christian. 

In the next few days, in observ- 
ance of Brotherhood Week, I am 
to address a number of Christian 
gatherings. Jacob Goldberg and 
the Brooklyn College basketball 
team have set me _ wondering 
whether the usual address before 
such groups will do. What will 
i avail us, if, when we appear 
in the pulpit of a Christian 
church, or at an inter-faith com- 
munity meeting, we enunciate the 
great moral doctrines of Judaism, 
its extreme devotion to truth, jus- 
tice and brotherhood? Fresh in 
the minds of many of our hearers 
is the memory of the betrayal of 
the welfare of our people and the 
deception practiced on the field 
of sports. 

There exists in the mind of the

average Christian, a distorted pic- 
ture of what a Jew is like. The 
sociologists speak of it as a 
“stereotype.” Some of the in- 
gredients of the stereotype are 
notions such as “the Jew is mer- 
cenary, that he does not play the 
game fairly, that he is not inter- 
ested in the common weal, that 
he is grasping, unscrupulous, and 
in the words of H. G. Wells, the 
thought of ‘spoiling the Egyp- 
tians’ lurks in his mind.” Jacob 
Goldberg and the Brooklyn Col- 
lege basketball team have made 
a fresh contribution to the en- 
trenchment in the minds of many 
decent Christians of this distorted 
and false picture of the Jew. 


It may be that in the ideal en- 
vironment of the pulpit, and dur- 
ing an hour given to devotion and 
prayer, people suspend prejudice 
and judgment, and allow them- 
selves the mood of fellowship and 
trust. It is doubtful whether the 
mood does not wither with the 
first contact with reality, with the 
least irritation caused by a Jew. 
It is for this reason that our 
“good-will” movements have ac- 
complished so little that is con- 
cretely good. The environment 
in which Jews and Christians 
meet and take thought together 
is an artificial one, a carefully 
planned gathering mostly limited 
to one or two weeks in February, 
with the subject of discussion 
limited to general pronounce- 
ments that will not disturb or ruf- 
fle any ingrained prejudices. 


We have gotten nowheres with 
this kind of an approach. The 
time has come when we should 
make a frontal attack on the 
“stereotype” of the Jew. When 
we rise to speak at Christian pul- 
pits and at inter-faith gatherings, 
let us boldly challenge the no- 
tions, vague, yet so real in their 
minds as to what the Jew is like. 
Let us contrast the behavior of 
such sick and crippied souls as 
would sell their honor and coun- 
try for some trashy coins, with 
the grand teaching of the Jewish 
faith and with the accepted prac- 
tice of the overwhelming major- 
ity of Jews. Let us, too, point out 
that we do not judge all Chris- 
tians or Christianity by unscru- 
pulous and damnable conduct of 
such Christians who robbed their 
government and sold their theft 
on the black market. 

Let us make concrete and pre- 
cise the prejudice that is in their 
mind and denounce it for the un- 
just and unchristian thought it is. 
We have gotten nowhere with 
shadow boxing.

MORE SINGING 
AT SERVICES 


SING as his theme the quo- 
tation from the Talmud: 
“A prayer without a tune is like 
a body without a soul,” Dr. Harris 
Hirschberg pointed up the need 
of more congregational singing 
at services in a recent sermon at 
Temple Israel. 

“Nothing but unwarranted shy- 
hess and ignorance of the basic 
nights of the Jewish worshipper,” 
Rabbi Hirschberg calls this fail- 
ure of the congregation to take 
more part in singing during serv- 
ices, 

Excerpts from the sermon fol- 
low: 

“Musie springs from the same 
Source as does feeling. Thus it re- 
quires no by-ways, no detours, 
nO Substitutes in order to express 
even the finest and most tender 

of our sentiments. It is 
very interesting to note that im 


Eastern Europe a good Cantor is 
called “a good speaker.” While 
the Cantor does not preach in 
words, he may impress the true 
meaning of our traditional pray- 
ers upon his listeners, by bringing 
out all the depth of the sentiments 
hidden in them. 

“This leads us to the conclus- 
ion: if we wish to say our prayers 
in the true Jewish style, we must 
sing them. And it is we who 
must sing them instead of ex- 
pecting them to be sung for us by 
others. The problem of Congre- 
gational singing has become acute 
in these days, and far more is 
involved in that problem than 
merely an issue of musical par- 
ticipation. The real question is 
whether or not our services shall 
maintain or regain their Jewish 
character.

Natural Good 
“Our dignity should not be 
tinged with the shyness of a 
visitor in a strange place. It is 
rather the natural good manners, 
the innate good behavior the 
true gentleman displays in his 
own home. To be fully conscious 
of the presence of G-d and yet 
to feel at ease in His house of 
prayer,—to remain aware of the 
sancity of the place and yet to 
feel at home, has always been 
the distinetive feature of Jewish 
worship.

Sir: 

In your Information Bulletin 
of Jan. 1, 1945, you indulge in 
sardonic glee over the supposed 
“complete Bankruptcy of Zionist 
policy.” But in your exuberance 
you utter a deliberate lie when 
you state that the Palestine Res- 
olution was defeated in Congress. 
You know that it was not defeated 
but, at the behest of Secretary 
Stettinius, it was merely post- 
poned for some future action, 
as, in his opinion, the time was 
not yet propitious for Congres- 
sional action. 

Is there no limit to the Quisling 
policy of the American Council 
for Judaism? The more I read 
your effusions, the more I become 
convinced that the _ perennial 
tragedy of the Jewish people has 
been due, in large measure, to 
the traitors in our own ranks. 
As a rabbi you will perhaps re- 
member the incident, of which we 
read recently in the Torah, how 


the Hebrew slave, whom Moses 
had saved the previous day, was 
ready to denounce him for having 
killed the Egyptian taskmaster. 
So we had traitors in the days of 
Moses, in the days of Nehemiah, 
in the days of Maccabees. We had 
the Pfefferkorns in the Middle 
Ages, and we have them to the 
present day.

EDUCATIONAL IMPROVEMENT 


To the Editor: 

Mr. Adler seems to be very 
much influenced by the editor’s 
statement that the Jewry of this 
city aren’t interested in Jewish 
education. (I entirely disagree 
with the editor, on account of the 
generous provision for this cause 
by the Jewry of this city). 

Therefore he probably puts the 
blame on “Mrs. Singer” for her 
disinterest and non-cooperation 
with the Jewish educators. 

I’d better call a spade a spade 
and put the blame where it be- 
longs. In my opinion the blame 
belongs in its bigger part on the 
doorsteps of our spiritual leaders 
of the past and present for hav- 
ing failed to educate Mr. and Mrs. 
Singer to the extent of being cap- 
able of giving their children a 
preparatory religious training at 
home. 

Let’s try to solve this problem 
by asking ourselves: How. come 
that this “Am Hosefer,” “Nation 
of the Books,” as we Jews claim 
to be, suddenly gives up its study- 
ing? There must be something 
wrong with the system. The pres- 
ent system ought to be changed 
and reorganized to make the Jew- 
ish education more _ interesting 
to the parents, more pleasant to 
the pupils, to give more authority 
to the educators. 

I suggest establishment of re- 


ligious schools for 5-10 agers. At 
the age of 5 the parents would 
register their child with one of 
those schools. The first day the 
parents celebrate, giving a party 
like that of Bar Mitzvah with 
gifts for the child from the par- 
ents and relatives to the new 
starter in Jewish life. 

The religious school program 
for this group would include 
reading Hebrew, and reading only 
with out translation; a study of 
Jewish customs and manners; and 
learning the Jewish prayers, daily, 
shabbos, holy days, Rosh Hash- 
ono, Yom Kippur. 

At the age of 10 the child would 
be transferred to the Jewish High 
School where the child, who is 
now already reading fluently shall 
be taught Jewish history, chum- 
esh, Jnach, Rashi and Bar Mitz- 
vah preparation for boys or 
Jahatas Mishopocho for girls. 

Friday evening services in all 
the synagogues of the city shall 
be conducted by those youngsters 
even after their Bar Mitzvah. 
These are the suggestions, very 
conservative, for the children and 
parents, which will bring the child 
in the Jewish school a Jewish 
education and the parents to the 
synagogue to get Jewish Nachas.

NCE there was a President 
who went to Yalta, after 
promising things to Stephen 
Wise. “Palestine? Leave it to 
me. And don’t bother Congress.” 
That was the word. 

Weeks passed. A report came 
on the Crimea conference. Pol- 
and was mentioned. Germany 
was mentioned. Palestine—not a 
word. In fact, nothing at. all 
about Jews. 

But, amidst great aplomb, the 
President did meet a_ great 
Arab leader, Ibn Saud. Bands 
played as the potentate confer- 
red cordially with our Chief 
Executive, as did the King of 
Egypt. Still, about us, not one 
word. 

Immediately, hard-pressed Jew- 
ish newspapermen in the Mid- 
dle East cabled rumors. A very 
small Jewish state would be 
formed. No Jewish state would 
be formed. Palestine would be 
partitioned. It would not be. It 
would be combined with Chris- 
tian Lebanon. No, not that. 
Something would be done. Noth- 
ing would be done. 

But these are all rumors, 
complained the Day. And why 
didn’t Roosevelt meet with Weiz- 
mann, asked the Morning Jour- 
nal; adding that undoubtedly a 


decision would be announced 
soon. 
Probably not, grunted' the 


Day’s S. Margoshes. The latter 
writer thinks that there is a 
moral obligation on Mr. Roose- 
velt’s part to report to the Zion- 
ist leadership in America. “The 
President had asked that the 
Palestine resolution, pending in 
Congress, be shelved and that 
the whole matter of Palestine be 
left in his own hands ... So 
what could be more logical than 
to expect that the President... 
will undoubtedly want the Zion- 
ist leadership to know about the 
new developments, even if the 
news could not be given out to 
the public at large . 

“But it is also possible that 
what we have again before us 
are some fine words, and very 
little else. We shall not know 
until we shall make it our busi- 
ness to find out. Meanwhile, 
watchful waiting, without un- 
duly high optimism, would seem 
to be indicated as the _ best 
policy.” 

The figure of Dr. Abba Sil- 
ver obviously: lurks in the back- 
ground, waiting to unseat Dr. 
Wise, if the “wait-for-Roosevelt” 
policy dissolves into nothingness. 

a + * 

Jewish leadership caught nap- 
ping again! This is J. Fishman’s 
verdict (Journal) on the situa- 
tion regarding the coming San 
Francisco conference of the 
United Nations. “What kind of 
preparatory work have our 
Jewish leaders done to insure 
the hearing of the Jewish case?” 

Yes, he asserts, it is true that 
Judge Proskauer has called for 
Jewish unity at San Francisco. 


But how does he know that he, 
or any of us, will be admitted 
to its councils? We don’t even 
know that we can go as_ ob- 
servers. All that is left to us is 
to be undignified lobbyists. That 
is certainly beneath the dignity 
of a people which has sacrificed 
more than any other in _ this 
war, Fishman stresses. 

In the meantime, a_ great 
game of make-believe statesman- 
ship is played. Proskauer claims 
we should all get together ‘on 
demanding Jewish rights all 
over the world. The Freiheit 
attacks him. Who is he to speak 
of unity when he himself left 
the American Jewish Confer- 
ence? The Morning Journal 
compromises: Let Proskauer re- 
joice in his non-Zionism, fight 
with the rest of us for Jewish 
rights, and then step aside as 
the question of Palestine is 
reached on the agenda, leaving 
the field to Zionists. The Jour- 
nal would be satisfied just to 
have the Judge leave us alone 
there, and not interfere. 

A good time is had by all. 
But Fishman is not answered. 
“Yes, a United Jewish delega- 
tion is desirable,” he concludes, 
“but the first necessity is to 
convince the United Nations that 
the Jews should have a delega- 
tion . . . That has been neg- 
lected.”

Too many Germans and Fas- 
cists want to become Jews. That 
is the news from Hungary. At 
a conference of 21 rabbis there, 
the Journal reports, it was an- 
nounced that 200,000 Hungarian 
Jews are living; that many were 
converted, and want to be con- 
verted back to Judaism; and 
that among those who crave 
Judaism are many Gentiles who 
thereby hope to escape punish- 
ment for past crimes.

This conclu- 
sion met with vigorous objec- 
tion, and the point was made 
that the majority of U. S. Jewry 
live on the Atlantic Seaboard, 
and therefore as would be 
natural, the center of everything 
Jewish would spring from there. 
I stuck to my guns, however. 
Then just this morning came 
a note from one of the rabbis 
at the luncheon, which he marks 
confidential, but which I am 
sure I can quote from, if I 
don’t reveal his name. He 
writes: “If you want to keep 
The Post a truly national period- 
ical ,and especially if you want 
to continue to enjoy the inde- 


*“pendence which you now enjoy, 


just . . . (don’t come) ... to 
New York.” 

Incidentally, at the luncheon, 
the rabbis, the majority of 
whom were Reform, were al- 
most unanimous in their objec- 
tion to Al Segal’s column.

An Exquisite Purim Editorial 


ig would be difficult to write an editorial on 
Purim, which as you know tells of the de- 
struction of the man who sought to destroy 
the Jews, that would more exquisitely contain 
the modern parallel than the following news 
story, emanating from Zurich by way of the 
Jewish Telegraph Agency.

ZURICH—Frightened Germans are scurry- 
ing around Budapest desperately seeking to 
buy forged documents attesting to the fact 
that they are of Jewish ancestry, according 
to the free Hungarian radio. The Germans 


hope in this way to avoid internment provided 
under the Allied armistice terms for all Ger- 
mans except those of the Jewish faith. 

The broadcast revealed that a gang has 
been arrested in the Hungarian capital for 
selling the false identification papers. In an 
ironic postscript, it disclosed that the papers 
were selling for the same price as those sold 
to Jews a few weeks ago to “prove that they 
were of “Aryan” ancestry. Meanwhile, per- 
sons who successfully concealed the fact that 
they were Jews during the Szelasi regime are 
now proudly claiming their Jewish ancestors. 


One Jewish Delegation at San Francisco 


HE call of the American Jewish Committee 

for all major U. S. Jewish organizations 

to meet together for the purpose of formulat- 

ing demands for postwar Jewish rehabilita- 

tion, is undoubtedly timely, and albeit it is much 

like the tail wagging the dog for the Com- 

mittee to approach the American Jewish Con- 

ference, still the organizations should and must 
get together. 

The Conference has already made_ such 
agreement with the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews and the World Jewish Congress, 
so that an almost world-like. unity could be 
achieved if the American Jewish Committee 
would join in. 


Nor is it a matter of difference of demands. 
As anyone could have forseen hefore the in- 
stitutes of the congress and the committee 
studying the situation reported, all Jewish 
groups were bound to agree in essence, al- 
though here and there areas of disagreement 
would appear, as is the case of course in respect 
to Palestine. 

The organizations can well iron out their 
small differences on every question except 
that of Palestine, and world Jewry will be 
served well by its organizations if only 
one Jewish, delegation, carrying the weight 
of the combined organizations, made repre- 
sentations at the San Francisco Conference.

Preoccpation With Anti-Semitism Unwhole- 
some, Rabbi Alfred L. Friedman, Benton Har- 
bor, Mich., Says—“Anti-Semitism has increased 
during the past year and a half,” an A. D. L. 
speaker said at a recent B’nai B’rith meeting. 
In his detailed report on polls taken to de- 
termine the prevalence of anti-Semitism, one 
point was lightly passed over. It concerned 
the greater rise of such prejudice among the 
more educated Gentile members of our Ameri- 
can community. 

While it is true that people proficient in par- 
ticular subjects may be “ignorafft” with regard 
to others, it is most discouraging to find il- 
logical and distorted “facts” blindly assimilated 
by the more enlightened groups. The A. D. L.’s 
campaign has alweys been premised on the fact 
that education makes for greater understanding. 
They have increased their fund-raising every 
year for more educational materials, and every 
year we are told that anti-Semitism is increas- 
ing. A. D. L. officials have never been frank 
enough to admit that there was little enough 
that they could accomplish with all their files 
of notorious characters. Despite the speaker’s 
denial of such tactics, the A. D. L. always used 
as its motto “Mi schlugt Yidden—Gib Gelt!” 
It is high time that these outworn and deluding 
methods were abandoned. A more realistic and 
truthful approach would be as follows: 

Fellow-Jews—Anti-Semitism is increasing de- 
spite all our efforts. Money is not the only 
answer. At best, it is better than nothing. -It 
is important for us to realize that every Jew 
is a representative of his people. Any obnoxious 
habits that he possesses are a reflection upon 
his fellow Jews. This is true whether we like it 
or not. Jews who fail to act as decent hurhan 





beings will help anti-Semitism enfold weli-mean- 
ing Christians within its vicious grasp. Further 
more, if you wish to avoid Jewish self-hate and 
to secure a firmer faith in the uprightness of 
your position, then take a greater interest in 
Jewish education, Sabbath services, the up- 
building of Palestine and the deliverance of 
your unfortunate European brethren. Fight 
Fascism wherever it rears its ugly head. Know 
your enemies and support their opponents. l- 
low me to emphasize, my friends, that an un- 
wholesome preoccupation with anti-Semitism as 
the sum total of Jewish interest and activity, 
will only lead to a deterioration of the Jewish 
soul.

Hebrew University Manufactures Scientific 
Glass Appartus—When imports of scientific 
instruments practically ceased with the out- 
break of the war, the University’s Department 
of Physical Chemistry started to build certain 
apparatus and instruments and was soon able 
to supply other University departments, mili- 
tary and civil authorities of Palestine, hospitals, 
laboratories and the chemical industry with 
thermometers, hydrometers, pipettes, etc. In 
view of the steadily growing demand a regular 
workshop was established with modern ma- 
chinery and having a staff of expert workers 
trained and supervised by the Department of 
Physical Chemistry which has developed so 
satisfactorily that it can now supply practically 
all kinds of scientific glass apparatus. There are 
good prospects that it will develop after the 
war into an industrial enterprise that will be 
the only one of its kind in the Middle East.
